Exceptions are only admiss 5 ble if, in the course 
cf the month, an unforeseen demand for transportation of 
great importance for the economy of the Zone arises,, This 
demand for t ransportution has to be explained in writ Ins-. 
.For smaller transports ihioh can be shipped without andang.- 
ing the prescribed quota, the respective railroad div-icto-

&, According to the 1949/50 '.^o Year Plan the production 
of the Soviet zone is to increase by 35 percent as conpared 
with 1947* This planned production increase requires a corres^c 
ponding enlargement of transport at ion . But the transportation 
facilities dicj not come up to the increased production in 
1948, they even caused production stoppages* Since, accord*' 
lng to the official production plan for 1949, nearly the 
entire production of new freight cars and locomotives is ear- 
marked for delivery to the Soviet ^nion, the transport capa- 
city of the Soviet Zone ean only b§ raised tr- an extensive 
repair program, by speeding up the circulation time, b increa- 
sing the traveling speed of trains and by an exact traffic- 
planning avoiding ajiy delay in the forwarding of cars cr unneces- 
sary runs of empty cars., 

b. In accordance #rith the new procedure the establishment of 
a transportation rchedule takes four weeks so that on the 27th 
of each month the railroad stations and navigation subagencies 
receive the detailed transport plan for the coming month, (See 
para V, 10) «■ ifcis strict planning leaves no leejnray for sudden, 
unforeseen transportation demands. Large transports that can- 
not be carried -ihrounh without changing the transport plan, 
have thus to b' 'approved by the President of the German Econo- 
mic Corriisslci himself (see para L of report). The regula- 
tion again ev'aences the present extraordinarily difficult traf- 
fic situation prevailing in the Soviet Zone of Germany.

1. Travel control Is not uniform at all times and ?» SPLCIHOjut^. before 
a national holiday, for example, control is much more severe than under ordinary 
conditions* Generally, control is effected once during the course of travel be*» 
tween Zagreb-Bel grade or Belgfede-His* 

2a The control is carried out by two uniformed militia-men in each car Who move from 
one compartment to the other and check passports while the train is in motion* 

It is sufficient for the traveler to produce at this time an up-to-date identification 
card* If identification papers do not carry the proper stamps or are no longer 
valid, the individual Is arrested and taken off the train at the next stop \diere 
he is turned over to the police* At times, in addition to personal papers, a 
worker 8 s permit or student identification card is required if the individual is a 
worker or a student. If his identification card is in order, however, a traveler 
can consider himself fairly safe* The same applies to those traveling either by 
boat or by car* 

3* Papers are sometimes checked when the traveler leaves the railroad station* This 
is especially true at the more important stations* In this case, all fnxiliary 
exits are shut off and only one exit is available, thereby forcing all passengers 
to pass through the control* In the case of the arrival of international trains* 
this system is rarely applied and only then, when a passenger is being sought by 
the police* 

4„ In express trains the control is vexy superficial* It is generally believed that 
people riding such t rains enjoy the confidence of the regime, or are foreigners 
towards whom the Yugoslav authorities are especially polite and helpful in order 
to create the impression, that the stories about police terror in the country are 
unfounded* Communications police, wtio are simultaneously TXDB agents, effect 
control of foreign and Yugoslav passports in a superficial manner* 

5. Customs offices at the border points of Sesana-Trieste and on the Hungarian 

frontier at Suboticaare very strict* Trains stop regularly at these points for 
at least an hour While patrol forces inspect and guard the trains, examining In 
detail the interior of the coaches and inspecting the underside and roof of each 
car,. The passport inspector collects the passports, takes them to his office, 
and returns them 15 to 30 minutes later t in a sleeping car the conduct or of the 
sleeping car collects the passports at night before reaching the border and re- 
turns them to the passengers the following morning*
